The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The prior art 
of record when considered as a whole, alone or in combination, neither anticipates nor 
renders obvious a condenser coil comprising a flexible polymeric tubing having a 
plurality of perforations attached periodically to a rigid strip inserted along one edge of a 
filter panel, a second length of flexible polymeric tubing having one end connected to a 
first length of said tubing with a portion coiled around and in contact with refrigeration 
suction tubing associated with a compressor and means for electrically controlling a 
water valve between an open and closed positions in response to a preset electrical 
temperature sensors.
